Oaaes of sunstroke become mare fre- 
quent in town and country with eaoh suc- 
ceeding summer. Prostration from the 
effects ol the heat of the aim is not 
Limited to human being*. During tha 
past few seasons cases have been com- 
mon among horses and oxen, and even 
among milch cows. There is also a large 
increase ol sickness and mortality, aside 
from sunstroke, that are plainly attribut- 
able to the effects of the heat of the 
sun during tits hottest portion of the 
day. Travelers observe that less out- 
of-door labor is performed in most other 
countries during this period. In all 
tropical and semi-tropical regions it is 
as common to rest for several hours dur- 
ing the hottest jxirtions of the day as it 
is at night. Farm laborers generally 
deep after thoy have eaten the noon 
tueal.
